Farmers of I twas Pax Big Price Last 
Year to Diseases Cutting Cotton \ ield 


Plan to Attend 


February 28 


Hamlin arca farmers paid a hig 
price last year to diseases of the 
cotton crop, along with those of 
many other sections of the state, 
iccording to specialists of the E x­ 
tension Service of Texas A & M. 
College. 
Diseases took a $147,00* !,00^ bite 
out Of the 1959 Texas colt n crop, 
report 15 cotton specialists locat­ 
ed throughout the state. 
“Cotton diseases kept at least 
879 000 hales of cotton from being 
maketed." said Harlan Smith, ex­ 
tension 
plant 
pathologist, 
who 
compiled the information for the 
Cotton Disease Council. 
Beside 
the 
S it (,000,000 
cash 
loss to producers there were loss­ 
es of business to farm labor, rail­ 
roads, 
trucking companies, sup­ 
pliers, compress companies, sto - 
age facilities and other phases of 
the industry. 
Diseases also we? 
a major factor in grade reduction 
as well as a limiting factor 
i 
yields. 
This loss occurred even though 
1959 growing conditions were gen 
erally good as near record xields 
were harvested 
in many areas, 
Smith said. 
Major diseases and estimated 
loss due to their effect en yield 
were: Bacterial blight, 5.91 per 


cent, root rot. 4 3 per cent; \ et* 
t (ciliium wilt, 1.85 per cent ; seed­ 
ling; diseases.

J. O Musiek, general m anager 
of the Texas Safety Association, 
ssued a warning today against 
blasting caps which 
each 
year 
lind or maim many youngsters in 
he United States. 
These caps, which are used t< 
detonate 
charges 
of 
dynamite, 
may appear to a boy or girl to he 
harmless, but “in the hands of an 
nexperienced person they are ex 
tromely dangerous,” the safety ex­ 
pert said. 
In a statem ent directed to both 
adults and boys and girls, Musiek 
warned: “Any' ne finding a 
cap 
should not touch it. but should 
immediately report it to the police 
or some other law enforcement 
officer.” These < ffieers know how­ 
to dispose of them without harm 
to anyone. 
Some 
boys and girls do not 
knew' a blasting cap when they 
see one. 
Others know the caps 
will explode hut are unaware of 
the grave danger involved. 
The 
detonation 
of 
a 
blasting 
cap 
sends pieces of metal flying out 
in all directions with the speed 
f 
a rifle bullet. 
These metal 
fragm ents can injure or blind a 
person even at a distance of 200 
feet or more 
Blasting caps are 
cooper 
or 
aluminum cylinders about as big 
around as a lead pencil and from 
one to six inches long 
'I here are 
two kinds of caps. 
The “ordinary 
cap" is exploded by a burning fuse 
inserted in the open end. 
The 
other kind is an electric blasting 
cap. 
It has wires coming out one 
end. When electric current is ap 
plied to the wires the cap ex­ 
plodes. 
Blasting caps are used in 
mining, quarrying and construc­ 
tion work, land clearing, oil pros­ 
pecting, pipeline laying and many 
other necessary jobs in industry 
and agricultutre. 
Skilled 
blasters 
who 
work 
with caps handle them with as 
much care as they use with dyna­ 
mite. 
Some boys and girls, how' 
ever, think of them as fascinating 
toys. 
Blasting 
caps 
sometimes 
are 
lost or stolen. 
Youngsters find 
them nad thnik it would be fun 
to hit them with a stone or pick 
at it with a nail or knife. 
This 
is almost sure to explode the sen­ 
sitive charge in the cap. 
Musick says the only safe ad 
vice for a boy or girl is, “Don't 
touch blasting caps:”

Vlany Veterans Use 
Insurance Dividends 
To Pay Premiums 


Mere 
than 
1,000,000 veterans 
who have GI life insurance poli­ 
cies are using their regular annual 
dividends to guard against the loss 
of their insurance, the Veterans 
Administration said this week in 
a release to The Herald. 
The VA recently announced that 
$253,500,000 in dividends would be 
paid during 1960 to mure than 
5,OOO,OCK) veterans and servicemen 
who hold participating GT insur­ 
ance. 
GI policy holders may 
have 
these annual dividends held 
with 
m erest—by the agen v as a credit 
to pay premiums monthly if the 
policy holder* fail to pay them 
before the ned of the 31-day grace 
period. 
Thi* procedure is f Rowed auto­ 
matically lf the palicy holder does 
not request other disposition of 
hi* annual dividends, the VA ex 
plained hut the rolicy holder has 
two ether option*. 
Fie may use hi* annual dividends 
to pay policy premiums in ad­ 
vance, or he may request the VA 
to pay his dividends in cash. the 
VA sa d 


Efforts to chang# the jurisdic­ 
tion of the International Ceurt et 
Justice are being made in Wash­ 
ington, notes Congressman Omar 
Burleson in his weekly naws re­ 
lease from the capitol to Th© 
Hamlin Herald. TO* relets# say*: 
In 1946 the United State# Sen­ 
ate ratified United State# mem­ 
bership in th# International Court 
of Justice, commonly referred to 
as the World Court. 
At that time an amendment by 
Senator Tom Connelly, who wa# 
then chairman of the foreign re­ 
lation* committee, was adopted to 
provide 
that the World Court 
should not have jurisdiction in 
our domestic affairs and that the 
United States should reserve Its 
right to determine whether a I 
wa* of domestic nature or should 
be submitted to the World Court 
for a decision. 
Senator Hubert Humphrey of 
Minnesota has now introduced i 
resolution which would repeal thi« 
reservation. 
President Eisenhower, Secretary 
of State Herter and Attorney Gen 
erat William P. Rogers are now 
urging the Senate to pas# the 
Humphrey resolution and repeal 
the Connally amendment. 
Repeal of the amendment would 
permit the World Court to rule 
on legal dispute* that they de­ 
cided were within their Jurisdic­ 
tion. 
With repeal of the Con­ 
nelly amendment would go the 
surrender of an important pert of 
the sovereignty of the United 
States. 
Th# World Court is mad# up of 
15 judges 
The United States ha* 
but oto member. 
A majority of 
nine member* of the court may 
render decisions, thus making it 
possible that five judge*, all of 
whom may be from foreign coun­ 
tries, and even from Communist 
nations, could render decisions for 
or against America. 
The scretary of state, testify­ 
ing before the Senate committee, 
said that we should not be mil- 
apprehensive that repeal of tho 
Connally amendment would threat­ 
en the control of the United States 
over its own domestic matter*. 
He says that domestic issues are 
"clearly beyond" th# court’s juris­ 
diction. 
It is true that domestic matters 
are beyond th* court’* Jurisdiction, 
but with the repeal of the Con- 
nally amendment, it would be up 
to the World Court as to whether 
it had jurisdiction or not. 
The secretary of state also said 
that such matter* as immigration, 
tariffs and the Panama Canal 
should come under the internation­ 
al court s jurisdiction. That la 
exactly what might happen should 
the Connally amendment be re 
pealed 
Attorney General Roger* said 
that repeal would '"greatly en­ 
hance th# prestige” of the United 


State*. 
It sheuM seem clear to 
anyone that the surrender of na 
tional sovereignty to possibly five 
individuals who may ba from Ccm 
muntot nations is a terrible price 
to pay tor "prestige.’' 
lf this nation too* not have 
prestige by this time, by reason 
of all It hat tone for tho world 
tineo World War n , It ie not likely 
to buy It with capitulations of this 
sort. 
Sineo, under the constitution 
only the United States Senate rati 
fie# treaties and agreements of 
this nature, the matter wiil not 
come ta the Haute of Represen­ 
tative*. Every eititen should hope 
that our Senate will not repeal 
the Connelly «nendment

Q.— In order to compare the 
new pension system with the pres­ 
ent one, what is the amount of 
pension a single veteran mav re­ 
ceive now?

— At present any World 
W ar I. II or Korean conflict vet­ 
eran, if he is single and drawing 
a pension, receives $66.15 a month 
unless he rn 65 years of age or 
older, or has been on the pension 
rolls IO years, in which event he 
draw s $78.75.

blind or so helpless as to require 
the regular ald and attendance of 
another person receive $135.45 per 
month. 


Q.—_Now what Will single vet­ 
erans receive under the new sys­

come as high as $2,700. whereas 
the single veteran cannot draw a

Q.—How will the veteran with 
dependents fare under the new 
system? 
A.— A veterar with one depend­ 
ent may receive $90 a month if 
his annual income is not more

W ant to catch big bass the year 
Found? 
Want to tatch them *Hben other 
fellows are going home em pty­ 
handed? 
, 
Here are s rn® tips, relayed to 
us by experts, that m ay help you 
fill out your stringer with whop­ 
pers: 
The average black bass fisher­ 
man gets his greatest thrill out of 
snagging a big black on a top- 
w ater lure. 
Chances are h s going to catch 
some big bass on 1 those surface 
plugs, all right. 
However, it will 
be mostly luck, rath er than skill, 
unless he has made some kind of 
study of the bass and its feeding 
habits. 
One is that the bass must follow 
the minnows, small bream, shad 
and other ford he eats 
When 
the water tem perature gets un­ 
comfortable for these little fish 
down deep, they come to the top 
so do the bass, naturally. in their 
search L r food. 
Also in relation to food, the 
bass will come to the surface when 
there is a chance for him to caph 
baby birds that fall out of nests, 
insect < n top of the w ater, frogs, 
mice and w hatever else is avail­ 
able that suits his fancy. 
Otherwise, the large-m outh will 
seek shallow w ater, six to IO feet 
deep!, only 
in spawning season, 
which might last for several weeks 
in the spring. 
Now, we’ve accounted for may- 
\ e five per c e * of the time when 
the big bass are within IO feet 
< f the surface. 
The rest of the 
time they’re deeper, and if the 
fisherman w ants to be successful, 
he’s got to get down wherz they 
a Fe. 
How deep? 
Depends on the size boss you 
want. 
Conditions vary, of course, 
but as a general rule, y u might 
say that in a suitable hole, there 
will be a school of small one- 
maybe 15 feet down. 
At 20 feet 
there would be a school of cop 
and a half and two pounders. 
Go 
down to 25 feet and you’ll fim* 
the three-pound fish 
The lunk­ 
ers are there— at 30 to 40 feet. 
If a bass could select his own 
habitat, he would look for a place 
along a ledge, w here the w ater
